It seems that Nevada has only in 


recent years begun to show it" posi- 
tion with the mineral producing states. 
It is true enough that, as a silver 
producing state 
it has 
been 
first 


among the real, but since the fall of 
silver the prospector has turned his 
attention to other minerals and each 
year finds new mining towns spring- 
ing up throughout the entire state, and 
Nevada Is fast forging ahead as 
a 


gold producing state. 


Considerable excitement has recently 


sprung up owing to the very rich 
strike 
at 
Donnelly mountain 
last 


June. 


Donnelly mountain is also known aa 


Division Peak—being thus designated 
on the maps; but it is more familiarly 
known to the stock men of north" isf- 
ern Nevada aa Donnelly mountain. 


It was supposed to be on the divid- 


ing line between Humboldt and Wash- 
oe counties but last season surveyors 
decided that it is about four miles east 
of that line and so is situated In Hum- 
boldt county. 


Locating it from Surprise valley it is 


nearly due east from Kagleville and 
about 7T> miles. 


The discovery of Donnelly mountain 


Is credited to a Mr. J. H. Murray, who 
was at the time (nbout June 20, 1902.) 
acting as cook for the vaquero outfit of 
the 
Gerlach 
Company, under 
the 


charge of their foreman, J:is. Raser. 


That there was hidden treasure in 


this mountain has been believed 
by 


residents of Surprise valley for years; 
for a good many ye.irs ago teamsters 
\vho weie passing that way with bar- 
ley to the mines oast of there picked 
up float qtiirtz on the flats below the 
mountain which showed free gold. Mr. 
Woods, of Cedarville, Cal., has made 
seveial trips out there lookins for the 
ledge, but without avail. 


The ledge, as discovered by Mr. 


Mm lay. lid nol crop out. but was 
found only about eighteen inches below 
the surface. The first quartz, showing 
fie.- gold was plentiful, covering sev- 
er, il acres ne:ir and below the ledge. 


The formation seems to be solid and 


P"im,merit. 
There are two distinct 


granite ledtjp'* running about north and 
south and farther up the mountain, 
about 6^0 to Son feet above thf> upper 
gr.uiite is a distinct ledge of sl.ite, run- 


| nlng parallel with the granites. With 
such a formation the experienced pros- 
pector is ready to begin active opera- 
tions. 


The original strike — the Donnelly 


ledge—might more particularly be de- 
scribed as follows; 
It has been un- 


covered 320 feet and has an average 
width of 2 1-2 feet so far as explored. 
Its assays are from 1500 to $2200 per 
ton. 


It lies immediately on top of the sec- 


ond granite 
ledge and immediately 


above is a streak of red talc which is 
continuous and is the lining of the 
top wall. The ledge has a dip of about 
46 degrees. 


Other claims in the mountain show 


excellent indications and are giving 
good encouragement to their owners. 
The mountain was staked off last 
summer Into mining claims and the 
coming season will likely develop some 
good properties. 
Messrs. Hart and 


Ross, of Amedeev have some claims 
that are showing up excellent indica- 
tions. 


The company organized at New Pine 


creek by Mr. James has Just returned 
from the camp and report very favor- 
able Indications on their properties. 


Donnelly mountain will be a lively 


place this season and Is likely to be- 
come one of the best mining camps in 
Nevada. 


It is of special interest to people of 


Surprise valley, as that would become 
the source of supplies for the camp, it 
being the nearest place and the road 
from there to the camp by way of 
Forty-Nine being practically a good 
road without any work. 


The way south of Reno to Amedee 


is a very rough country and travelers 
going out or in from that way have ex- 
perienced much difficulty. 


Lack of water on the way is not an 


inconvenience, but one should know the 
drives in order to have no trouble. 


At the mountain there is not an 


abundance of water, but .there are a 
good mnny springs which furnish water 
for camp purposes. There is not suf- 
ficient ^-ater for milling purposes, how- 
ever, on the mountain. 


Donnelly mountain, like many other 


new strikes imy prove to be a failure, 
but the present indications are certain- 
ly favorable and miners who wish to go 
there to prospect and to see will find It 
to be as represented in this article.

O great comfort can be found for Democratic reor- 


ganization in the municipal elections of the middle 


west. 
Carter Harrison is elected for another term in 


Chicago. Tom Johnson Is elected in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
Jones in Toledo. These are three important cities and the 
Mayois are radical men. Tom Johnson is the most Inter- 
esting figure, because he is better known throughout the 
country. Johnson is more radical than Bryan. He is a free 
tradet and a single tax advocate*. He doesn't care much 
for free silver but supported the party when it demand- 
ed free silver, because it was a step in the right direction. 
The election of such men as these indicate that the mid- 
dle west is not experiencing a change of heart. 


It may be said the east, not the west must be relied up- 


on for the strength to elect a Democratic president. But 
the west must be reckoned with in the nominating con-, 
vention and it is there the harmony should be arranged 
that will make Democratic victory possible. If we are to 
be confronted there with the struggle for control which 
has been commenced, if there Is to be an attempt to change 
party management and place It in the hands of men who 
are distrusted nothing can be done to Insure victory.

THE HOLLAND ANTI-STRIKE BILL

I 


T is a curious fact that there are only 1,800 miles of rail- 


way in Holland and yet a strike of railroad employes 


has disturbed the whole world. 
The reason for this Is 


perhaps largely owing to the anti-strike bill which is so 
bitterly opposed hy the laboring men of Holland. 
The 


following will give the reader a pretty fair idea of the 
principal features of the bill. It- declares strikes Illegal, 
though, as the preamble contains a cluse to the effect that 
"an act of interference with personal liberty may be jus- 
tifiable, hut it may also be illegal and arbitrary," the ad- 
vocates of the measure claim that its application will be 
optional, and that there will be no attempt to prevent lib- 
erty of action in regard to strikes so long as such action 
he kept within proper limits. Clause one of the bill pro- 
vides for a maximum term of three months' imprisonment 
and a tine of 100 florins for any attempt to coerce by fear 
or otherwise any workmen In respect of this contract. 
Clause two relates to public servants, who are liable to 
six months imprisonment and a fine of 300 florins for wil- 
ful neglect or refusal to perform the duties allotted to them 
The terms of imprisonment may be Increased to four years 
if the acts in question emanate from a collective body I 
of public servants with a view to conspiracy against the | 
State. Clause three provides the same punishment in the ! 
case of the instigators of such conspiracy. It may be too 
drastic a measure, but it recognizes the principal that a 
strike in any great industry is an offense against the State 
and should be taki'n cognizance of by the State.
